SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Jefferson,  New  Hampshire 
February  1,  1946. 
To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens 
of  Jefferson: 

Herewith  is  presented  my  twelfth  annual  report 
with  School  statistics  for  the  year: 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1945  four  elem- 
entary schools  were  maintained  at  the  Hill  with  two 
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grades  to  a  teacher,  and  all  High  School  pupils  were 
transported  to  Lancaster.  The  schools  were  in  ses- 
sion for  the  required  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  with 
169  days  of  actual  sessions;  eleven  days  being  lost  on 
account  of  holidays,  storms  and  other  no-school  days. 
The  perecent  of  attendance  for  the  year  was  ninety- 
two,  which  was  an  improvement  over  the  previous 
year.  Good  attendance  and  good  accomplishments 
are  quite  likely  to  go  hand  in  hand  in  any  school 
system.  In  general,  your  pupils  have  maintained 
a  better  than  average  attendance. 

Eight  pupils  were  graduated  from  the  Eighth 
Grade  in  June  and  the  majority  of  these  are  now 
continuing  their  education  at  Lancaster  Academy. 

There  has  this  year  been  one  change  in  the 
teaching  staff. 

Mrs.  Nellie  Muzzy,  who  has  served  for  many 
years  and  faithfully  as  a  teacher  in  the  Jefferson 
Schools,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  Juiio 
and  Mrs.  Elsie  Dorr  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  the  position  of  teacher  of  the  Seventh  and  Eighth 
Grades.  However,  in  October,  Mrs.  Dorr  resigned  to 
accept  the  position  of  teacher  of  Home  Economics  at 
Gorham  High  and  Mrs.  Gurda  Nevers,  a  former  high 
school  teacher,  is  now  in  charge  of  the  two  upper 
grades. 

Mrs.  Gladys  Fancy  of  Gorham  again  holds  the 
position  of  School  Nurse. 

Your  Superintendent  has  visited  and  inspects  d 
the  schools  about  every  week  during  the  School  year, 
and  has  endeavored  to  see  that  the  work  of  the  dif- 
ferent grades  is  commensurate  with  the  work  whi(,h 
should  be  accomplished. 

Considering  the  fact  that  a  considerable  number 
of  your  pupils  now  are  obliged    to    remain    at    the 
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School  through  the  noon  hour,  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  some  plan  may  be  arranged  for  serving  one  hot 
dish  of  food  to  such  pupils  at  a  perhaps  nominal 
cost.  I  believe  it  would  prove  to  be  a  worth  while 
project. 

The  proposed  budget  for  1946-47  has  been  pre- 
pared and  may  be  found  in  another  part  of  the  re- 
port.
